were nothing neteſlary in this place, 4 weighing the 
rirtumtkances, ſtarſe evpedient what tipelts they en⸗

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fiſhes were lcene,how often they were in daunger of 
-dzowning, in feare of bozding,how wearie, how ſick, 
how angrie, it were tedious to wzite, foz that who- 
ſoeuer hath either read of trauailing, oꝛ himſelfe vſed 
it, can ſufficiently gefſe what is to be ſayd, And this 
J-leaue fo the indgement of thoſe that in the like tours 
ney haue ſpent their time from Naples to England, foz 
ik J ſhould faine moze then others haue tryed, J mighf 
be thought to Poeticall:if lefſe, partiall : therefoze J 
omit the wonders, the Rockes,the markes, the goul- 
fes, and whatſoeuer they paſſed o2 law, leaſt I ſhould 
trouble diuers with things they know,oz may ſhame 
my ſelfe, with things J know not. Lette this ſuffice, 
that they are ſafely come within a ken of Douer, which 
the Palker eſpying, with a cherefull voyce waking 
them, began to vtter theſe wozds vnto them. 


| Gentlemen and friends, the longeſt Summers day 
bath his euening, Vliſles arriueth at laſt, t rough 
windes in time bꝛing the ſhip to ſafe Road. We are 
now with-in foure houres ſayling'of our Hauen, and 
as you wil thinke of an carthly heauen, Vonder white 
Cliffes which eaſely vou may perteiue, are Douer hils, 
where vnto is adiopning a ſtrong; and famous Caſtle, 
into the which Iulius Cæſar did enter, where you ſhall 
view many godly monuments, both firaunge t aun⸗ 
cient.

To make ſhozt,the windes were ſo fauo- 
rable, the Mariners ſoſkilfull,the-waye ſo ſhoꝛt, that

The nert day they ſpent in viewing the Caſtle or 
Douer, the-Py2e,the Cliffes, the Road, and Towne, 
reteiuing as much pleaſure by the ſight of auncient 
monuments, as by their curteous enterteinment, no 
leſſe pꝛaiſing y perſons foz their god mindes then the 
place foꝛ y godly buildigs:e in this ſozt they refreſhed. 
thẽlelues 3.02.4.daies,vnfil they had digeſted þ ſeas,e. 
recouered again their healths, vet ſo warely they beha- 
ued themſelues, as they wer neuer heard, either to en 
quire of any newes, oꝛ point to any foztres, beholding 
the bulwarkes w.a flight a careles regard, but $ other 
places of peace, with admiration, Folly it wer to ſhew 
what they ſaw, ſeing hereafter in þ deſcriptis of Eng- 
land, if ſhall moſt manifeſtly appeare. But J will ſet 
them foꝛ warde in their tourney, where now with-in 
this two houres, we ſhall finde them in Caunterbury, 
Trauailing thus like two Pilgrimes, they thought 
it moſt neceſſary to direc their ſteppes toward Lon- 

don, which they hard was the moſt royall ſeat of the

Euphues, ſ&ing this fatherly and friendlye Sire, 
(whom we will nams Fidus) to haue uo leſſe inwarde 
courteſte, then outward comelyneſſe, coniecured (as 
well he might) that the p2ofer of his bountie, noted 
the nobleneſſe of his birth, beeing wel allured that as 
no Therſites could be tranſfoꝛmed into Vliſles, ſo no 
Alexander could be couched in Damocles. 
Thinking therekoze now with moze care and ad⸗ 
uiſedneſſe to temper his talke, leaſt either he migbt 


ſeme folylh oz curious, he aunſwered him, in theſe 
termes. 


G DO fir, vou haue bound · vs vnto you with a dou⸗ 

ble chaine, the one in pardoning our pꝛeſumption, 
the other in graunting our peticion. Which great e 
vndeſerued kindeneſſe, though we can · not requit with 
the lyke, pet if occaſion ſhall ſerue, you ſhall finde vs 
heereafter as willing to make amends, as we * now : 
ready to giue thankes. 

Touching your demaunds, we are not ſo bnwiſe 
fo mill ke them, oꝛ ſo vugratefull ta deny them, leaſt.

The 
Lambe feareth not the Lion, but the Wolfe:the Par- 
tridge dꝛeadeth not the Eagle, but the Yawke:a true 
and faythfult heart ſtandeth moze in awe of his ſupe⸗ 
rioz whom he loueth fo2 feare, th of his Pzince whom 
he feareth foꝛ loue . A clere conſcience needeth no ex- 
cuſe, noꝛ feareth any accuſation. Laſtly pon conclude, 


that neither artenoz heart can ſo ſet fo2th your noble 


Nucene,as ſhe deſerueth . J graunt it, and reiopte af

Euphues delighted with the diſcourſes of old Rados 
was content to heare. any thing, ſo he myght heare

Muſick, which if they heare hut once out of tune, they 
five out of ſight: and therefoze are thep called the 
Muſes byꝛds, bicauſe they folow not the ſound ſo much 
as the conſent. They lpue vnder a lawe, vling great 
renerence to their elver, as to the wier. They chuſe a 
King, whoſe pallace they krame both b2aver in ſhow, 
and ſtronger- in ſubſtaunce: whome ik they finde to 
fall, they effabliſh again in his thꝛon, with no leſſe du⸗ 
ty then deuotion, garding him continually, as it were 
fo2 feare he ſhould miſcarrp, and fo2 lone he ſhould not: 
whom they tender with ſuch fayth and fauonr , that 
whether ⸗oeuer he flyeth, they follow him, and if hee 
can-not flpe, thep carry him: whole Lyfe they ſo lone, 
that they will not foz his ſafety ſtick to die, ſuch care 
haue they fo2 his health, on whome they build all their 
hope. Jf'their Pꝛince dye, they know not how to line, 
they languilh, werpe, ſigh, neither intẽding their work, 
noꝛ keeping their olde ſotietie. 

And that which is moſt meruailous, and al molle 
incredible: if ther be any that hath diſobeped his com⸗ 
maundements,cyther of purpoſe, oz vnwittingly, hee 
kylleth him-ſelfe with hes owne ſting , as exetutioner 
of his ownſtubboznefſe . The King him-ſclfe hath his 
ffing , Which hee vſeth rather foz honour then pn- 
niſhment: And pet Euphues, al- beit they lyue vnder a 
PMzince, they haue their pꝛiueledge, and as great li⸗ 
erties 
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verties as fkraight:lawes. : 

They call a Parliament, wher-in they conſult, fo 
lawes,ſfatutes, penalties, chuſing officers, and crea⸗ 
ting their king, not by affection but reaſon, not by the 
greater part, but 8̊ better. And if ſuch a one by chaunce 
be choſen (foz among men ſom- times the woꝛſt ſperde 
betas is bad then is there ſuch ciuill war and diſlen⸗ 
tion, that vntill he be pluckt downe , there can be no 
friendſhip, and auer · tho one, there is no enmitie, not 
fighting fo2 guarrelles, but quietneſſe, 

Euer one hath his office,ſome trimming the honny, 
ſome woꝛking the war, one framing hiues,an other the 
combes, and that ſo artiſiciallp, that Dedalus could not 
with greater arte oz excel lencie, better diſpoſe. the 02 
ders, meaſures, pꝛopoꝛtiong, diſtinctions;iopnts-t cirs 
cles. Diners he, others poliſh; all are carefull to doe 
their waꝛke ſo ſtrongly, as ther may reũiſt the craft of 
ſach dꝛones as ſk to liue by their labours, which ma ⸗ 
keth them to kepe. watch and warde, as lyuing in a. 
campe to others, and as in a court to them - ſelues. 
Such a care of chaſtitie, that they neuer ingender, ſuch 
a deſire of cleanneſſe „ that there is not fo; much ag 
meate in all their biues: - 2825

clouds, i whatſoeuer doth thꝛeaten either their ruine,

The Byng him-ſelfe not idle, goeth vp and downe, 
entreating;fhzeatning,commatiiding,vſing the counſell 
of a ſequel, but not loſing the dignitic of a Pꝛince, pꝛe⸗ 
ferring thoſe 5 labour to greater authoꝛitie, and puni⸗ 
* thoſe that loyter, with due ſeneritie, All which 
C.it, thinges 
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'thinges being much admirable , yet this is moſt, that 
they are ſo pꝛoſitable, bꝛinging vnto man both honnye 


and wax, each ſo wholſome that wee all deſire it, both 
lo neceſſary that we cannot miſſe them. Here Euphues 


is a common wealth, which oftentimes calling fo my 


minde, cannot chuſe but commend aboue anp that ety 


ther J haue heard oꝛ read ol. Where the king is not 


foꝛ euery one to talke of, where there is ſuch homage, 
ſuch loue, ſuch labour, that J haue wichen oftentimes, 
rather be a Bee, then not be as J ſhould be.

friendſhippe , and therfoꝛe in ſteede of a pyll to purge: 
his hotte bloud, he gaue him a choake - peare to ſtoppe 
his bꝛeath, replying as followeth.

At chaunted that being in Athens not paſſing one 
quarter of a veare. he reteiued letters out of England, 
from Philautus , which J thought neceſlarye alſo to 
inſert, that J might gine ſome ends fo the matters in 
England, which at Euphues departure were but rawly 
left.

T baue oftentimes (Euphues) ſinte thy departure 
complained,of the diſtance of place that J am ſo 
farre from the, of the length of time that Jcoulde not 
hears of chie, ot the ſpite of Foztune, that might not 
ſende to the, but: time af length, and not tw late, bi- 
cauſe at laſt, hath- recompenſed the iniuries of all, 
offering me both a conuenient meſſenger by whom to 
ſend, and ſtraung newes whereof fo wzite. 
Thou knoweſt howe frowarde matters went, whẽ 
thou ta keſt ſhippe, c thou wouldeſt meruaile to here 
| howe fozwarde they were befoze thou ſfrokeft ſaile, 
fo2 J had not bene long in London, ſure J am thou 
wat not then at Athens, when as the co2ne whiche 
was griene in the blade, begs fo war ripe in the eare, 
when the ſerde which J ſtarce thought to haue taken 
rote, began to ſpzing,when the lone of Surius whiche 
hardip F would haue geſſed fo haue a bloſſome,ſhews 
— budde. Bat fo vnkinde a yeare it hath beene 
in England; tat we felt the heate of the Sommer, be⸗ 
toe we could vifcerne the temperature ot the Spꝛing, 
inſomuch that we were ready to make Hape, befoꝛe 
ür mo we graſſe, hauing in effects the Jdes of 
Mm. iij. Pay 9 
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May bekoze the Calends of March, which ſeeing it is id 


fo ward in theſe things, J meruailed the leiſſe to ſee it 


ſo redy in matters of lone, wher oftentimes they clap 
hands befoze thep know the bargame; and ſcale the 
Dvlygation,befoze they read the conditon;. . 

At my being in the houle of Camilla, it happened J 
found Surius actompanied with two knights, and the 
Lady Flauia with the other Ladyes, dꝛeb back as 
one ſomewhat ſhamefaſt, when J was willed to dzaw 
nere,as one that was wilhed foz , Who thinking of 
nothing leſſe then to heare a cotrac fo2 mariage, wher 
Jonly expected a conceipt fo mirth, J ſodainly, yet ſo⸗ 
tempnly, hard thoſe woꝛdes of aſſurance befweene Su- 
rius & Camilla, in the which J had rather haue bene a 
partie, then a witnes, 4 was not a lyttie amazed to ſee 
them ſtrike the y2on which J thought colde, t to make 
an ende befoꝛe I could here a beginning. Muhen ther 
law me as it were in a traunce, Sa rius taking mee by 
the hand, began thus to iet. 1

to little, wzings him that weares it, mot him 3 made 
it, it to bigge, ſhameth him that hath it, not him that 
gaue it. Jn meates, à loue to carue wher J like, in 
mariage ſhall 4 be carued where J lyke not: 3 had as 
liefe an other ſhold fake meſure by his back, of my ap⸗ 
parel, as appoint what wife J hal haue, by his minde, 

An the choyce ofa wife, ſundzy men are of ſundꝛy 

mindes, dne loketh high as one 5 feareth no chips, ſay⸗

one willing to follow the meane, thinking v the wine 
which is in the middeff to be the ſineſt.

baſe father. but bet weꝛne both, a Gentle woman of an

Long time ws loued, but neither durſt ſhe manifeſt hir 

affection,bicauſe J was noble, noꝛ J vtter myne, foz 

feare ot offence, ſcing in hir alwayes a minde-moze
